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years seemed to cause Clarence to 
become depressed, and following a 
stroke he died of an apparent heart 
attack while In the hospital for treat- 
ment. 

“Hepp/' as he was widely known, 
started collecting in 1920and still had the 
cigar box in which he kept his first coins. 
Last October he put on the first Token 
Collectors Jamboree ever held in the 
Northwest. It was a great hit and enjoyed 
by all who attended. 

Hepp's first love was his transportation 
tokens. He founded the Seattle 
Transportation Token Club and later the 
Northwest Token and Medal Society. He 
was active in all of the Northwest clubs 
and, although he never cared to hold an 
office in any of them, he was always 
there when help was needed. 

He joined the ANA in 1940 as member 
8218 and became life member 104 in 
1945. He attended many ANA conven- 
tions, was an active member of Pacific 
Northwest Numismatic Association, the 
University and Manhattan Coin Clubs, 
and was an honorary life member of the 
Seattle Coin Club. 

For many years Hepp and Dorothy 
operated Hepp's Stamp and Coin Shop 
in downtown Seattle.

During World War II he 
was employed at the Hanford Engineer- 
ing Works, a contributor to the making 
of the first atomic bombs. He moved to 
Seattle after the war.

Garner O. McGuire 
ANA 73242 

Well-known Tri-State coin dealer Gar- 
ner McGuire of Dayton, Ohio, died on 
December 2 following a brief bout with 
cancer. He was 45 years old and had 
been an ANA member since 1972. 

''Mac" was the owner-operator of the 
Belmont Coin Shop, a member of the 
Blue Ridge Numismatic Association, the 
Dayton-Kettering Coin Club, the 
Greene County Coin Club, and of many 
other numismatic organizations in cen- 
tral Ohio. He is survived by his widow, 
Jacqueline, and son David. 
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assignment which he undertook with 
such diligence that it was completed by 
the end of 1960. 

In 1961 he became a candidate for 
ANA governor and was elected for the 
first of four consecutive terms. While still 
a ''freshman'' board member, in early 
1963, Charlie was appointed chairman of 
a committee to develop plans for con- 
struaing a headquarters for the Associa- 
tion, and to raise funds with which to pay 
for it. 

Three and a half years later ground 
was broken for the building with money 
in the bank for payment in full. With 
enthusiasm, ability and persistence, 
Charles Johnson had guided a difficult 
and contentious project to its comple- 
tion in just four and a half years from 
Inception. 

Feeling that his work had been fin- 
ished, Charles declined nomination for 
re-election to the board in 1969. While 
not a record, he was one of the few 
officers to serve four terms with never an 
election defeat. 

During all of this time, Charlie was 
being a discriminating collector, 
specializing in U. S. paper money and a 
numismatic library. An exhibit of the 
former at the 1959 ANA convention 
captured for him the first place Amon 
Carter U.S. paper money award. He took 
great pride in his numismatic library but 
disposed of both it and his paper money 
collection a year or so ago. 

Among other notable honors and 
awards he received were the ANA Heath 
Literary bronze medal In 1960, its Medal 
of Merit in 1973 and Its highest honor, 
the Farran Zerbe Award, in 1970. He 
contributed to several numismatic 
publications in addition to The 
Numismatist. 

Charles was born in Butte, Montana, 
and lived in that state prior to moving to 
Long Beach. Perhaps his constancy is 
illustrated by the fact that he had only 
one home address during his 27 years of 
ANA membership. Holding a law degree 
from the University of Montana, he 
worked in the legal department of an oil 


firm in Long Beach for many years. 
Following retirement he entered the 
building construction business. 

In 1931 he met and married Irene 
Dodds, also a Montanan, who survives 
him along with their two sons and four 
grandchildren. 

As one who worked in the 
background with Charlie on the 
building project, and served on the 
board during his last term, this 
chronicler cannot laud him too much for 
his devotion and service to the Associa- 
tion. There are many whose names are 
better known (Charlie was modest and 
quiet), but I'd be hard put to name any 
member of the last half century who 
contributed as much toward the 
Association's advancement. — CBS 

Mrs. J. Douglas Ferguson 

Mrs. j. Douglas (Bess) Ferguson of 
Rock Island, Quebec, died January 14 in 
a Montreal hospital at age 78. Death was 
reportedly due to coronary thrombosis. 

A native Canadian, Mrs. Ferguson was 
the wife of former ANA president (1941- 
43) "Doug" Ferguson who survives her. 
She was well known to many 
numismatists In both Canada and the 
United States from attending so many 
conventions In both countries with her 
distinguished husband. There is a fine 
picture of Bess and Doug at the 1941 
convention in Philadelphia, where he 
was elected president, in the October 
1941 issue of The Numismatist. 

She graduated from Victoria College, 
Toronto, as a home economics major, 
was married to Doug in 1928, and moved 
with him to Rock Island in 1933.

Another long-time and devoted 
numismatist and ANA member was lost 
when Clarence Heppner died on 
December 21 at the age of 68. The death 
last October of his wife, Dorothy, of 43 
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while convenience probably suggested the use of filings from silver coins, the 
copper contained in the coin silver caused the amalgam to expand while passing from 
the plastic to a solid state. This expansion could cause the tooth to fracture or the 
filling to rise above the tooth surface and interfere with the closing of the jaw. 

The use of amalgam was very controversial throughout the rest of the nineteenth 
century. Amalgam was not generally accepted as a filling material until1895, when Dr. 
G. V. Black, often called the father of modern dentistry, developed an acceptable 
silver amalgam. 

The principle of convenience further suggests that dentists of the era probably Used 
silver coins other than the French five franc piece to prepare their amalgam. This 
process may be considered as a possible explanation for shaved or otherwise 
mutilated nineteenth century silver coinage.

Past president Martin Kortjohn (1943- 
45) of ANA died January 1 In a nursing 
home in Ridgewood, N.J., at the age of 
75. A native of New York City, he had 
lived in nearby Ridgewood the past 18 
years. 

Martin graduated in 1924 from New 
York University with a degree in in- 
dustrial engineering but entered the 
field of accounting. For over 50 years he 
was a partner In the Martin Kortjohn 
Company, a New York accounting firm. 
He served as treasurer and vice- 
president of the New York Society of 
Certified Public Accountants. He 
became ANA member 3978 in 1931. 

In addition to serving as president of 
ANA for two years, Martin was first vice 
president In 1941 and '42, ^ governor 
from 1937 to 1940 and again in 1945. He 
contributed articles to The Numismatist 
during the 1940s and received a 
Numismatic Literary Award in 1947 for 
one of them. In the same year he 
received the ANA Medal of Merit, one 
of the first to be so honored. 

Survivors include his widow, Marion 
Dallery; a son, Martin D.; and one sister 
and one brother. 


The man who most deserved to be 
called "'Mr. ANA Headquarters," 
Charles M. Johnson of Long Beach, was a 
victim of heart failure on February 1 at 
the dge of 71. He had undergone 
successful heart surgery a couple of 
years ago following an overseas vatation 
trip.

His 
services to the two California groups 
won fdr him the Richard Goodson NASC

Roosevelt Medal Breaks Record 

A world's record was broken 
December 10th at the medalllc apctlon 
of Johnson & Jensen in New York City 
when a 20th century American bronze 
medal sold for $5,700, two-hundred 
dollars more than its previous price.

Coin Hoard Acquired 
By Stanley Gibbons 

A hoard of late Roman silver coins 
found at Kempston on the outskirts of 
Bedford, England, has recently been 
acquired by Stanley Gibbons Currency 
Limited, London. 

Consisting of eleven large silver coins 
called “Miliarenses'' and two smaller 
silver “Siliquae,'' the hoard was buried 
around 400 A.D. in the final years of the 
Roman occupation of Britain. The coins 
were of a high denomination and 
relatively rare even in Roman times, 
which suggests that they were buried by 
a rich Roman for safekeeping. A number 
of similar hoards have been found in 
England, illustrating the chaos caused by 
civil war and enemy invasion in Britain 
during the 5th century A.D. 

The coins were struck in Rome, Lyon, 
and Trier and are in an excellent state of 
preservation. One coin has already been 
bought by the British Museum and 
another by the Bedford Museum. 

U.S. Firm Slates 
Chinese Coin Sale 

An extensive mail bid offering of 
Chinese coins has been scheduled by 
Albany, N.Y., numismatist Frank S. 
Robinson. Among the highlights of the 
approximately 1000 lot sale is a Kiangnan 
Province two cash coin of 1906, Y-8k, a 
type which was unknown until this 
specimen came to light a few years ago. 
Another exceptional coin is a Shantung 
ten cash mule, Y221.3, which A. M. 
Tracey Woodward deemed ''excessively 
rare'' in his book on the series. Both of 
these rarities originated in Woodward's 
own collection. 


In addition to such connoisseur 
specimens, Robinson noted that the sale 
includes many lower-valued items, giv- 
ing beginners and budget collectors an 
excellent opportunity to fill gaps in their 
collections. Also, there are more than 
150 lots of Chinese cash coins, featuring 
an unusually fine array of scarce 
medieval Southern Sung Dynasty issues. 

The popularity of oriental coins has 
grown tremendously in recent years, 
and the trend will no doubt be spurred 
by international events. Heightened 
colleaor interest has been particularly 
vigorous in the "cash" series, a uniquely 
fascinating coinage dating back over 
two thousand years.

Other cultures 
assigned value to objects of rariety. 

As trade increased, the need for more 
flexible currencies is represented by the 
use of precious metals, both as Ingots 
and as minted objects or coins. Com- 
memorative coins from many lands 
show how they emerged as major 
chroniclers of historic events and 
cultural activities. Coins used In day to 
day commerce lost their spontaneity 
after the Creek and Roman periods and 
used portraits of leaders or symbolic 
figures.

Thus, It is 
most appropriate that the man featured 
on the obverse of the peso is Jose Maria 
Morelos (1765-1815), a priest who served 
the native Indians in obscure curacies 
before assuming leadership of the Mex- 
ican independence movement in 1811.

Chase Manhattan Money Collection 
On Exhibit At Smithsonian 

Money makes the world go 'round, 
and a new exhibit, "Highlights From the 
Chase Manhattan Money Collection," 
at the Smithsonian's National Museum 
of History and Technology shows that 
the kinds of money are as varied as the 
cultures that produced them. Gold 
coins, clam shells, checks of famous 
people, arm rings and even rabbit tails 
are among the 480 different kinds of 
money that can be seen in the exhibit 
which opened in February and will 
continue for one year on the museum's 
third floor.

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Benefit Improvement for the 
ANA Collection Insurance Plan 

The American Numismatic Association announces that coverage under the 
ANA Collection Insurance Plan has been increased with no increase in 
premium, effective April 15, 1979. With the new increase, the Plan pays up to 
$5,000 for the loss or damage to a collection when it is removed from a safety 
deposit box, bank vault or private safe. 

Currently, the Plan offers protection for up to $3,500 loss or damage to a 
member's collection. When the Collection Insurance Plan originally was 
developed in 1970, this coverage was limited to $2,500. 

During the nine years that the ANA Collection Insurance Plan has been In 
force, "'out-of-safe" coverage has actually Increased 100 percent, and there 
never has been an increase in premium. Coverage has doubled due to two 
factors: 1) Loss experience has been good, so the underwriter of the Plan added 
a permanent increase in benefits at no increase in cost, and 2) Additional 
protection is necessary to cover the increased value of coins in ANA members' 
coin collections. 

Insured members will receive the automatic benefit Increase with their April 
15, 1979, premium notices. During this month, there is also a Special Enrollment 
Period for the ANA Collection Insurance Plan, which features the permanent 
benefit increase.

Yvon Gariepy, Master of the Mint, has announced the appointment of Walter Ott 
to the position of Master Engraver. Mr. Ott was assistant to Chief Engraver Patrick 
Brindley before accepting his new title. 

Born in Austria where he received his formal education, Ott served a five year 
apprenticeship there, later returning to the Academy of Art in Graz and finishing a five 
year program. Upon completing the master qualifications as engraver, he started his 
own engraving firm, coming to Canada in 1952 and working with various companies as 
an industrial engraver before he joined the Royal Canadian Mint In 1965. 


MACAU — Celebrates the Year of the Goat 

Macau, the Por- 
tuguese territory at the 
mouth of the Canton 
River in South China, is 
celebrating the begin- 
ning of the Year of the 
Goat. The Chinese 
calendar goes in a 
twelve-yearly cycle ac- 
cording to the Chinese 
zodiac. 

A long-established tradition associated with the Chinese New Year is the exchange 
of gifts such as coins, and it Is in connection with this tradition that the Government of 
Macau has authorized the minting of gold 500 patacas and silver 100 patacas coins. This 
is the first time that Macau has issued coins commemorating the Chinese New Year. 

The obverse shows the Coat of Arms of Macau and the inscription REPUBLICA 
PORTUGUESE 1979, while the reverse features a goat, the Chinese symbol of peace, 
with MACAU at the top and the value at the foot. The four Chinese characters at the 
sides signify 100 or 500 respectively, and Macau. The 500 patacas has been struck in 
.916 fine gold to a diameter of 22.1mm and a weight of 7.% grams, the 100 patacas in 
.925 fine silver to a diameter of 38.6mm and a weight of 28.28 grams. 

A total mintage of 5,500 of each coin has been authorized by the Government of 
Macau, the coins being struck to proof standard by Pobjoy Mint Limited, Sutton, 
Surrey, England. They will be jointly distributed by Pobjoy Mint and Bank Luso of 
Macau at the following prices: 500 patacas, $180.00 (£90.00) and 100 patacas, $40.00 
(£ 20 . 00 ). 
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CANADA — Mint Announces New Coins 



Pierre de Bane, Minister of Supply and Services, has announced that three new 
coins will be struck by the Royal Canadian Mint in 1979. One will honor the 
International Year of the Child; another the three hundredth anniversary of the first 
voyage by a commercial ship, the Griffon, on the Great Lakes; and the third, showing a 
maple leaf, will be Canada's first gold bullion coin. 

The $100 dollar gold coin honoring children shows boys and girls of different 
nationalities, playfully running hand in hand around the earth, getting to know one 
another and thus contributing to world unity, says Carola Tietz, of Ottawa, who 
designed the coin. The obverse bears the effigy of Her Majesty the Queen by Arnold 
Machin. The silver dollar commemorating the voyage of the Griffon, was designed by 
Walter Schluep of Montreal and show i the ship in full sail, with the inscription, '"1679 
Griffon 1979." The obverse bears the effigy of the Queen, also. 

The new $100 gold coin commemorating the International Year of the Child will 
contain .916 fine gold (22 karat) and .834 fine silver. The coin will measure 27mm in 
diameter and will weigh 16.965 grams with a gold content of 15.511 grams. It will be 
available in May. The Griffon dollar has a diameter of 36mm, contains 50% silver and 
50% copper and Is currently available. 

The striking of the Gold Maple Leaf, as Canada's first gold bullion coin is known, has 
been authorized by the federal cabinet, with the first minting to take place in 
September. The program is to extend over three years, and during that time "an 
assessment will be made of the benefits to Canada and, in particular, the gold mining 
industry. The results of this assessment will determine whether or not the program will 
be extended," according to R.K. Andras, president of the Board of Economic 
Development Ministers. Mintage will be limited to one million this year and two 
million per year in 1980 and 1981. 

The Gold Maple Leaf will have a face value of $50 and will be aimed at the 
Investment market. It will contain one ounce of gold and sell at a price based on the 
market value of gold, plus a small premium to cover the cost of manufacturing, 
marketing, and distribution. The main supply for the gold will come from Canadian 
mines with supplements, if and when required, from government reserves in the 
Exchange Fund Account. The new program was undertaken in response to 
representations from the Canadian mining industry. 

Design of the reverse will show a maple leaf in its natural form and will bear the 
inscription, "Canada, Fine Gold, 1 oz Or Pur." The obverse will carry an effigy of the

The 8 V 2 by 11-inch magazine is printed on 
enamelled stock, using typewriter copy reduced to about 16 characters per inch. It is 
easily read and the Illustrations are quite good. The latest copy, December, vol. 1, no. 
8 , consists of 20 pages, covers included. 

From 4 to 5 pages are paid advertising, 8 pages are taken up by an EVN auction of 
some 400 error coins of which over 10% are Illustrated. |t is indicated that the auction 
lots, mostly single pieces, were consigned and many carried minimum bids.

Another recent addition isCo/n Co//ect/ng published by Krause Publications in lola, 
Wisconsin. The physical format is identical to Coins and Coin Prices which are also 
produced by Krause. The magazine is 8 "' x 11" In size with about 145 newsprint pages 
per issue. Focus is on Investing, especially in U.S. coins, although U.S. paper and 
foreign currency is included to a small extent.

New ANA Numismatic Course Available 

The ANA has completed publication of the ''Intermediate Numismatic Cor- 
respondence Course.'' Announcement of its availability was made by assistant to the 
executive vice president Kenneth L. Hallenbeck during the recent meeting of the 
ANA board of governors in Colorado Springs. 

The 491-page intermediate level course, a follow-up to the ANA's basic or Young 
Numismatist Correspondence Course, places at the disposal of colleaors a course 
which has been greatly expanded in topics, increased in depth and tripled in length. 
The 20-chapter course, edited by Robert and Cheryl Malsch of Lima, Ohio, covers 
vitually every aspect of numismatics, combining the knowledge of 26 among the most 
respected authors in numismatics.

Editor Harris 
broke the 700 barrier in a three game 
bowling series. Nor did he just crack it — 
he left no doubt by rolling 731! 

■ Credit this misuse of a word to Knight 
News Wire that reported ''Turmoil in 
Iran has reduced the supply of fresh 
caviar to the United States and threatens 
to curtail It completely ..." To cut short 
the supply of caviar is serious indeed, 
but to cut it short completely would be 
catastrophic! 

■ Leave It to a federal agency to give 
simple and practical Instructions. The 
Postal Service recently issued an an- 
nouncement of a 1979 series of stamp 
blocks from which the following Is 
quoted: "The cost of each panel Is $4.00. 
However, customers are reminded that 
a minimum order of $5.00 is required ... 
and that there is a 50-cent handling 
charge for each mail order." We 
presume that for $5.50 one can purchase 
a $4.00 panel. To verify this, see Philatelic 
Release No. 9, dated February 13, 1979. 

■ Thumbing through back issues of The 
Numismatist brings some interesting 
facts to light. For example, on page 435 
of Vol. 28 (1915, 468 pp.) there's an 
"obituary" of Black Diamond, the buf- 
falo (correction, bison) that served as the 
model for the Indian Head/Buffalo

nickel. About 22 years old, weighing 
some 1550 pounds and suffering the 
infirmity of old age, he was sold by New 
York's Central Park management and 
put to death November 17, 1914. His 
likeness is said to adorn the face of the 
series 1901 $10 United States note also. 

■ American educator and political 
scientist Wm. B. Munro is credited with 
this astute observation: "People vote 
their resentment, notthelrappreciatlon. 
The average man (or woman) does not 
vote for anything, but against 
something." 

How true that statement can be was 
demonstrated in Chicago on February 
27 when a 43-year young lady, Mrs. jane 
Byrne, won the Democratic primary for 
mayor over the "machine" candidate. 
How well oiled that machine has been Is 
attested by the fact that it easily elected 
the late Richard j. Daley, its master 
mechanic, to six consecutive four-year 
terms as mayor of the nation's second 
largest city. But Daley died a year Into his 
sixth term and Bilandic, who Inherited 
the office, doesn't have Daley's appeal 
and political expertise. And, he made 
mistakes! 

First, he fired Mrs. Byrne from her 
cabinet post after she publicly accused 
him of illegal maneuvers in getting cab 
fare increases approved. Then his city 
had the horrendous snow storms of the 
past winter with the attendant snow- 
removal problems that left practically 
every voter unhappy and critical. Result: 
Maybe some people voted for Mrs. 
Bryne but certainly a lot of them voted 
against the incumbent Bilandic. 

So what's this have to do with 
numismatics? Nothing, perhaps, but 
maybe It will serve as food for thought 
for a few numismatists.

Medal Marks Centennial of Connecticut State Capitol 


The Connecticut State Library is accepting prepaid orders for silver and bronze copies of 
medals to be struck for the commemoration of the centennial of the Connecticut state capitol. 
Designed by sculptor Casimer Michaizcyk of Glastonbury, the medals will depict the capitol on 
one face and the statue, ''The Genius of Connecticut,'' on the other. The statue stood atop the 
capitol dome from 1878 until 1903 when it was removed to tighten bolts, and then again until it 
was removed in 1938 and melted down for World War II armament. In 1973, Michaizcyk repaired 
the original plaster model of the statue, which now stands in the capitol rotunda. The medals will 
also display the names of Randolph Rogers, who sculpted "Genius" in 1877; Richard M. Upjohn, 
architect of the capitol; James G. Batterson, the builder; and the dates, 1879-1979. 

Striking of the centennial medals by the State Library Board will be limited to one presentation 
copy In gold, 250 copies in sterling silver and 2,500 copies in bronze. Minting will begin when 
receipts are sufficient to defray the manufacturing costs and associated expenses, and sales will 
be limited to the quantities cited. 

Those wanting one of the medals should enclose a check or money order payable to the 
Connecticut State Library in the amount of $25 for each silver or $5 for each bronze desired, 
inclusive of tax and shipping. The subscriber's name and address should be clearly printed or 
typed. Address orders to: Capitol Centennial Medal, Connecticut State Library, 231 Capitol Ave., 
Hartford, CT 06115. 
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(2) This is an educational award to be 
made to the junior author of the best article 
submitted. Each entrant is expected to have 
conducted in depth research of his area of 
interest, going beyond information previous- 
ly published in standard numismatic 
reference works, and his article must 
demonstrate individual and specialized in- 
volvement with his topic. The article sub- 
mitted may have been published or not, and 
may have been submitted to a local, state, or 
regional organization in competition or for 
publication. The award will be in the form of a 
plaque. 

(3) Qualifications and rules for this award 
are the same as the preceding (2) except that 
the article must have been published in The 
Numismatist, Coin World, Numismatic News, 
or any other accredited numismatic publica- 
tion. 

(4) This award is given to the YN judged 
most deserving of It over the year from May 1, 
1978, through April 30, 1979. Selection of the 
recipient shall beon asimilar basis as the ANA 
award to the Outstanding Club Represen- 
tative on a cumulative point basis for con- 
sideration of nominees' numismatic services 
rendered. Eligibility shall be on a local, area, 
or regional basis; and nominations may be 
made by any ANA individual or club member. 
Talks given before numismaticor educational 
groups, papers published (including locally), 
enthusiasm for numismatics and leadership in 
local numismatic circles will all be considered 
in the awarding of points. 

(5) This award shall be presented to the 
adult judged to have contributed most 
toward the encouragement of young 
numismatists. Nominations for this award 
may be made by individual or club members 
of the ANA or by educators. (In Michigan, it is 
necessary that junior and senior high school 
clubs have adult faculty advisors; and for this 
reason it is felt that educators, properly 
Identified, should be allowed to submit to 
nominations.) The qualities to be considered 
in awarding points are: time; knowledge; 
educational contributions such as books, 
papers, etc.; leadership In ethical and moral 
standards; ability to organize, attract new 
members to the hobby, etc. Monetary con- 


tributions shall not be considered a basis for 
this award. 

(6) ANA junior members may'enter ex- 
hibits in Class C at annual ANA Conventions. 
This award will be made to the young 
nurpismatist whose exhibit in this class Is 
judged best in accordance with exhibit rules; 
Identical standards applying to adult exhibits 
will prevail. Young Numismatist exhibitors 
shall mount, prepare, and place their own 
exhibits. This Is, in effect, the Young 
Numismatist “Best ih Show." 

(7) Qualifications and rules for the Gor- 
don Z. Greene Award are the same as for the 
preceding (6) except that only exhibits of 
United States material will be considered In 
competition for it. 

(8) Qualifications and rules for the James 
L. Betton Award are the same as for the Class 
C (Young Numismatist) ANA Convention 
Exhibit Award (6) except that only exhibits of 
U.S. or Foreign Paper Money will be con- 
sidered in competition for it. 

(9) Qualifications and rules for the Kurt 
Krueger Paper Money Exhibit Award are the 
same as for the Class C ANA Convention 
Exhibit Award (6) except that only exhibits of 
paper money will be considered In competi- 
tion for it. 

(10) Qualifications and rules for the 
Melissa Van Grover Award are the same as for 
the Class C ANA Convention Exhibit Award 
(6) except that only exhibits of Israel or Judaic 
numismatic material will be considered In 
competition for It. In the event there is no 
qualifying exhibit, the award may be given to 
a deserving exhibit at the discretion of the 
judges. 

(11) Qualifications and rules for the Arlie 
Slabaugh Award are the same as for the Class 
C ANA Convention Exhibit Award (6) except 
that only exhibits of medals and/or tokens 
will be considered In competition for it. 

(12) Qualifications and rules for this 
Charles E. Wolfe Exhibit Award are the same 
as for the Class C ANA Convention Exhibit 
Award (6) except that only exhibits of 
medieval, ancient and related numismatic 
material will be considered In competition for 
it.

1979 YOUNG NUMISMATIST AWARDS 

Florence M. Schook, chairwoman of the ANA YN program, has announced twelve 
awards to be given in connection with the Young Numismatist Collectors Program of 
the ANA for 1979. These awards are given by the association, organizations, and 
individuals interested in encouraging the participation of YN's in numismatics. The 
twelve awards are designated as follows: 

(1) The ANA Young Numismatist Literary Award 

(2) The Gould Memorial Award 

(3) The Ray Byrne Literary Award 

(4) The Florence Schook Outstanding Young Numismatist Award 

(5) The Outstanding Adult Leader or Advisor Award — Anonymous 

(6) The Charles E. Wolfe Class C (Y.N.) Convention Exhibit Award 

(7) The Gordon Z. Greene U.S. Exhibit Award 

(8) The James L. Betton Foreign Exhibit Award 

(9) The Kurt Krueger Paper Money Exhibit Award 

(10) The Melissa Van Grover Israel or Judaic Exhibit Award 

(11) The Arlie Slabaugh Medals and Tokens Exhibit Award 

(12) The Charles E. Wolfe Medieval & Ancient Exhibit Award 


Qualifications for all of these awards 
(except No. 5) are that the contestants be 
junior members (ages 11 through 17) of 
the ANA at the time of their 
achievements, although they may have 
become adults when the awards are 
actually presented at the St. Louis Con- 
vention in 1979; their achievements 
must have been originated and carried 
out on their own; and their entries must 
be received by Chairwoman Florence 
Schook no later than May 15, 1979. 

In the case of written articles, there is 
no minimum or maximum limit or 
length. The manuscript must be typed or 
printed on 8 1/2" by 11" sheets, double- 
spaced, and on one side only of the 
paper; and it must bear the author's 
name, ANA number, affiliations with 
other numismatic organizations, a short 
biographical sketch, and his or her black 
and white glossy photograph. In all 
cases, the decisions of the judges shall 
be final. 

An article once submitted may be 
resubmitted for judging in a future year 
If the author has done further research 
on the subject matter and the article is 
revised substantially. FHowever, should 


the author pass the eligible age of junior 
status, the article or manuscript cannot 
be further altered, edited, or otherwise 
changed for resubmission. An article or 
manuscript may only be submitted in 
one category. 

A manuscript or article may be sub- 
mitted by an officer or editor of a local, 
state, or regional organization, but all 
rules herein must apply. In case an 
article is submitted by other than the 
author, the written permission of the 
author for such submission must accom- 
pany it, and it will then be treated a^ if 
submitted by the author himself or 
herself. 

Rules and qualifications for the in- 
dividual awards are as follows: 

(1) As the name implies, this Is a literary 
award to be presented to the YN who writes 
the best essay or gives the best talk on a 
numismatic subject. The information may be 
from original research or may have been 
gathered from various sources but credit 
must be given by the author for his source or 
sources. Original conclusions are en- 
couraged, particularly when logically 
presented. Manuscripts will be judged for 
their content, general interest, and literary 
excellence. The award will be a plaque. 
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Grading Service 

I Grading has generated more cor- 

respondence to our office than anything 
in recent history. The majority of those 
letters ask what coins can be submitted 
( and how much ANACS charges for the 

service. 

[ We will start with grading regular issue 

U. S. coinageonly. We will not grade any 
i coin that has not been previously cer- 

I tified, we will not grade foreign coins at 

this time, nor will we grade colonial 
coins, commemoratives or private Issue 
pieces. Our grading fees are $5 per coin 
If the coin has an owner's value of $500 
or less. If the owner's stated value is over 
$500, our fee is 1% of value up to a 


maximum fee of $20 per coin. 

A few correspondents have asked 
about ANACS policy when there is a 
difference of opinion between buyer 
and seller. ANACS has no intention of 
becoming a policing agency in such 
matters, but will only render a dis- 
interested third party opinion as to the 
grade of a coin. If there are any irrecon- 
cilable differences between the buyer 
and seller, either (or both) have 
recourse to ANA's Complaints Depart- 
ment. Grading will be done according to 
the standards set forth in ANA's Official 
Grading Standards for United States 
Coins.

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Alert Dealer Unmasks Counterfeit 1914-D Cents 

Coin dealers and collectors often make ANACS' job much easier by alerting us to 
counterfeits that appear in the numismatic market. The latest entry is the discovery, by 
Norman Pullen of South Casco, Maine,of some extremely deceptive counterfeit 1914- 
D cents. Pullen started examining a few of them side-by-side and found that they had 
common depressions, scratches and other aberrations. 


Among the depressions noted were 
those on the rims of the coins above the 
letters R, S and the lastT of TRUSTon the 
obverse. The reverses also showed a 
number of identical depressions. 



Among the most easily spotted are a 
“scratch'" horizontally on and out to the 
left of the O in ONE with a die gougeon 
the outside of the lower right part of that 
O, a diagonal depression inside the top 
of the N of ONE, two depressions on the 
stem of the T of STATES,a diagonal mark 
on the top of the A of STATES, and a 
number of identical depressions on the 
letters of AMERICA. Last, but not least, 
there are several marks on the rim and 
field at 6 o'clock on the reverse. 

These are only a few of the identical 
flaws noted in comparing several coins, 
and all of them can be easily seen with 
nothing more than a 10X glass and 
average lighting. While it must be borne 
in mind that dies will produce identical 
aberrations during striking if something 
has happened to that die, the only way a 
depression can be produced Is if 
something is on the die, such as a piece 
of dirt or metal fragment. However, if 
there was a bit of dirt or metal on the die, 
that fragment would flatten out under 
succeeding strikes, and while the 
depressions left on the coins would be 
similar, they would not be Identical. On 
the other hand, a counterfeiter would 
have to use a coin as a model to produce 
the counterfeit dies. If that coin had any 
bagmarks or damage, and if the 
counterfeiter hoped to fool most 
numismatists, his dies would pick up the 
damage that was on the coin. That 
damage would be reproduced on all of 
the products of those dies, unless the 
counterfeiter attempted to remove 
them which would most probably leave 
evidence of tooling.

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The initial listing of Washington Bicentennial tokens and medals was 
compiled by Harvey L. Hansen and appeared in the January, 1934, issue 
of The Numismatist. Hansen's article records 70 different pieces in an 
arrangement that seems to be based upon grouping together all of the 
pieces made by one manufacturer. 

Thirty-two years later, a supplemental listing by the ubiquitous 
Melvin Fuld was published in the November-December, 1966, issue of 
the TAMS Journal. Fuld redid the Hansen arrangement and presented 
the subject matter by obverse type, a much more logical approach. 

Inasmuch as the 250th anniversary of Washington's birth is only three 
years away, this further supplemental listing is offered with the hope 
that interest will be rekindled in this series and even more new varieties 
will be reported. The basic Fuld arrangement will be followed. Word 
descriptions will not be given where they have already been done by 
either Hansen or Fuld.

been diagnosed as forgeries. The 1783 
Washington & Independence piece 
seems to be a Taylor restrike made from 
original dies in 1851 and not a modern 
forgery, but its surface is somewhat 
granular and not prooflikeasare normal 
restrikes. If it is a modern forgery, 
numismatics has been dealt a coup de 
grace. 

There are a number of other superb 
forgeries of early American coins which 
have appeared recently, such as the 
Chalmers shilling, Massachusetts silver 
coinage, Vermont copper, 1795 U.S. half 
dimes, etc. Those who have acquired 
any of the illustrated pieces (whether 
genuine or not) are urged to contact 


ANACS. Those who have any doubt 
about early American pieces acquired 
since 1972 may wish to send them to 
ANACS for certification.

Other evidence of forgery in the sub- 
mitted piece and the Anton piece 
becomes obvious on studying the com- 
parison table.

piece had. The same unnatural color was

original and one was a forgery or 
whether both were forgeries was the 
i only choice, since no two genuine coins 

could have identically placed edge 
I dents. The edge dents could not have 

^ occurred in minting but in the course of 

circulation. A curious difference 
between the two pieces was the jux- 
I taposition of the obverse and reverse, 

f where a slight rotation difference was 

I noticeable. The rim on each coin con- 

tained a pocked area next to the largest 
\ dent and this area did not appear normal 


if the dent was caused by accidental 
damage. Both pieces were, therefore, 
believed to be forgeries. An attempt to 
locate the original coin with the same 
dents was undertaken but has not yet 
been successful. It is hoped that some 
reader will locate the original coin from 
whith the forgeries were made. It will 
have the same edge dents. 

With possession on hand of the 
ANACS-submitted New England shilling 
and the forgery of the New England 
shilling furnished by Anton, It was for- 
tunate to have Alan V. Weinberg send 
his New England shilling for comparison 
with the others. He was satisfied that his 
piece was genuine, and it clearly is. It 
was obvious that all three New England 
pieces had many identical 
characteristics. Here was an opportunity 
to study what obviously were excellent 
forgeries, by comparing them with the 
genuine piece from which those 
forgeries were made. (See Table.) 

When the Weinberg piece was ac- 
quired by him at the Krelsberg-Cohen 
auction In 1973, there was some hard- 
ened dirt or corrosion within the punch- 
ed panels on each face of the coin, the 
sale catalog illustration so indicated. 
Weinberg advised us that he personally 
had carefully removed the dirt in 1973. 
The curious raised lump between the X 
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Investing in gold coins can give full value 
in gold content. Law enforcement 
authorities enter a forgery case only to 
force a criminal penalty, not to protect 
the commercial side of numismatics. 
The front line of protection must be the 
numismatic fraternity itself, or 
numismatists will be permitting large 
segments of numismatics to be 
destroyed. 

Appearance of New Forgeries 

Credit for the opportunity to expose a 
recent group of early American 
forgeries is the result of the cooperation 
of Bowers and Ruddy Galleries, Inc., and 
a few numismatists who checked the 
catalog for the August 21-25, 1978, ANA 
convention sale. Two illustrated items, a 
New England shilling (Lot #2) and a 
George Washington Born Virginia 
(Lot #78), were called to the attention of 
the cataloguers as being questionable; 
whereupon Bowers and Ruddy Galleries 
promptly withdrew from sale all eight 
Items submitted by the consignor (a 
midwestern dealer) and sent them to 
ANACS for authenticity opinions. 

These consisted of the following 
pieces as described by the submitter:

1723 Woods V4d DEI GRATIA. EF-45.

1783 Washington & Independence. 
Copper restrike. Proof-60. 

(1792) Washington Born Virginia.

A check of the weight of the pieces 
confirmed that they were within accep- 
table ranges. Their specific gravity in all 
but one Instance aroused no justifiable 
suspicion. Each coin was one solid piece 
of metal and there were no joined faces. 
A comparison with normal striking 
detail showed that there was no obvious 
weakness in the devices or lettering 
indicating substantial contraction due to 
crude casting or sintering. 

There were some dents, abrasions and 


scratches, which is customary in early 
American pieces, but their coloration 
was strange in that it was the same in the 
defects as on the adjacent undamaged 
surfaces. There was no noticeable 
strengthening or polishing of devices or 
lettering by tooling or other alterations 
and, under magnification, there were no 
pock marks resulting from the use of 
dies prepared by the spark erosion 
process. There were, however, some 
small round depressions which give rise 
to suspicion of forgery. 

It was evident that most of the eight 
pieces did not have normal surface 
toning. Some appeared to have irregular 
surface color while others seemed un- 
naturally darkened. Yet this could 
happen if some owner had cleaned the 
pieces and then tried to recolor them. It 
could happen if an unusual chemical 
environment existed. 

A clue was readily noticeable on the 
Bar Cent. There were irregular lines 
running within five of the troughs which 
lie In between the bars. No lines extend- 
ed onto any bar. No die breaks of this 
nature are known. These defects on the 
Bar Cent were too smooth and did not 
appear to have been accidents to the 
coin submitted. Rather they seemed to 
have been scratches picked up from 
another coin by a casting process. The 
coin was thus determined to be a 
forgery. Who has the piece from which it 
was made? 

The Woods 14d in silver did not have 
a proof surface,even though it was vir- 
tually in mint state. All other known 
examples struck In silver from those 
identical dies have a proof surface. 
There were some small raised dots not 
found on other examples made from the 
same dies. The coin was obviously a 
forgery: 

The two varieties of Woods farthings 
had many small odd-shaped depressions 
in the field. These were not the result of 
planchet defects. Insufficient striking 
pressure or accidents to either coin. 
Thus, these pieces were adjudged to be 
forgeries. 

The Rosa Americana V^d ' had a 
weakness on one of the rose petals and 
weak planchet file marks beneath and 
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pieces were genuine. Some 
governments joined the parade to ob- 
tain a better price for gold bullion they 
wished to sell by using old dies and 
transfers from old dies for restriking 
coins. 

This situation should not have 
affected numismatics, but it had the 
effect of improving forgery techniques 
and increasing the volume of sales in the 
“coin'' business. It is not unusual at 
some bourse tables and commercial 
coin establishments to find gold coin 
forgeries in quantity. Those who buy 
forged coins at wholesale pay very little 
less for the forged pieces than for the 
common genuine ones, and there is 
usually no discussion as to which is 
which. This merely shows that a part of 
the commercial market has accepted 


forgeries of common gold coins as 
routine commercial items and doesn't 
care what the pieces are so long as the 
condition is beautiful and the gold con- 
tent is proper. It can be said that the true 
numismatist does not get involved in this 
type of transaction, but it must be 
remembered that the forgeries of U. S. 
gold started with $1 and $3 
denominations because of novelty and 
rarity premiums, rather than differen- 
tials In price due to the convenience of 
the form in which the gold Is sold. 

Most of the coin forgery activity Is a 
violation of one or more of the fraud 
laws, the Hobby Protection Act, and the 
counterfeiting laws of the United States 
and other countries. Counterfeiting of 
gold coins for monetary circulation is no 
longer a problem, as forgery for those 


Definition of a Numismatic Forgery 

The word “forgery" as used in this article means a false numismatic piece made 
primarily with the intention to defraud or deceive collectors, investors or viewers. The 
word “forgery" is intended to have a different meaning than the word “counterfeit" 
which should, in my opinion, only be applied numismatically to designate a false piece 
intended to be introduced into circulation as current money. Both are equally false. They 
may violate different laws or may not be a violation of any law. There should be a clear 
distinction between forgery and counterfeit for numismatic purposes to avoid confusion. 

The collecting of counterfeit pieces, as such, is generally justified for numismatic 
historical purposes. I feel that forgeries have no place in collections unless clearly marked 
or properly and permanently identified, and should never change ownership as a part of a 
commercial transaction. Letting forgeries become a part of a commercial transaction is 
like putting cyanide in Kool-Aid. 

Some have felt that the word “counterfeit" is adequate to span ail false numismatic 
pieces as evidenced by its customary usage in the past. I feel that the expression 
“numismatic forgery" is a clear and necessary identification, just as art forgery is a 
commonly used and understood expression. The words reproduction, fake, fabrication, 
copy, simulation, imitation, phony, etc., are so inexact and so flexible that they should not 
be used as technical terms applied to false numismatic pieces. The word “contemporary" 
should not be used numismatically in regard to forgeries because it also leads to confusion 
as to what period is being referred to as to their date of production. 
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Some numismatists do not wish to 
make an effort to publicize forgery 
because it might affect friends or upset 
either the commercial value of items 
previously sold, or those on hand or 
which may be acquired later for resale. 
Others prefer to avoid involvement by 
proclaiming lack of knowledge. All this 
brings disrespect to numismatics. The 
overwhelming majority of numismatists, 
however, want to do what they can to 
prevent forged Items from coming into 
the market or into collections, as has 
been demonstrated by the success of the 
American Numismatic Association Cer- 
tification Service (ANACS) and the pop- 
ularity of seminars and other 
educational programs on forgery. 

The general use and acceptance of 
ANACS for Its diagnostic work in 
authentication is proof of the prevailing 
attitude. That service may not prevent 
forgery, but it certainly can discourage it 
in the United States and elsewhere. And 
ANACS is currently involved in 
publishing quarterly Coin Detection 
Reports utilizing high quality detailed 
photographs (see The Numismatist, 
March, 1979, p.534-5). 

The Professional Numismatists Guild 
(PNG) through Q. David Bowers, its 
president, showed its support In this 
area by pledging $5,000 and guarantee- 
ing to finance a loose leaf counterfeit 
coin identification manual, which would 
be well Illustrated and sold at cost (Coin 
World, 9/13/78). The International 
Association of Professional 
Numismatists (lAPN) created an Anti- 
Forgery Fund for the operation of the 
International Bureau for the Suppres- 
sion of Counterfeit Coins (IBSCC). It has 
published a quarterly magazine since 
the beginning of 1976 with the title 
Bulletin on Counterfeits and this 
describes many forgeries. In addition, 
IBSCC has published sheets covering 
some separate forgery items. 

However, the battle against forgery 
may be a losing one, not because of 
improved forgery technique, but by 
complaisance of some members of the 
numismatic fraternity. Coin forgery has 
been a menace since the collecting of 
coins began, and numismatic literature 


is replete with past attempts to defraud 
the collector. In 1967, at the Inter- 
national Numismatic Congress in 
Copenhagen, this writer gave a talk 
entitled, ''Coin Forgery Approaches 
Perfection,'' and it was published in the 
November, 1967 issue of The 
Numismatist under the title, "Lessons in 
Modern Day Counterfeiting." At that 
time the great fear was that coins struck 
from dies produced by spark erosion 
(electric discharge machining or E.D.M.) 
would be disastrous to numismatics. 
That was, and still is, true but has not 
been too praaical because the genuine 
coin is often destroyed In making the 
dies and the machinery is very 
sophisticated. Although the E.D.M. 
process has improved, the new tenden- 
cy of forgers is to return to the use of 
available nondestructive methods. But 
nondestructive techniques are now 
even more dangerous, due to develop- 
ment of greater precision. 

The production of forged United 
States gold $1 and $3 pieces outside the 
United States (primarily in Lebanon) 
began many years ago because of the 
unusually large premium which genuine 
coins of those denominations sold for. 
This "success" spread Into many other 
gold coins, U. S. and foreign, as the price 
of gold rose from its $34 per ounce level. 
Then, perhaps because of bullion 
restrictions, etc., there was a substantial- 
ly greater price paid for common gold 
coins than for bullion having the same 
intrinsic gold value. This resulted in 
enormous quantities of U. S. double 
eagles, English sovereigns and other 
common gold pieces being forged. 
Collectors, investors and speculators 
watched the market value of common 
gold coins maintain that illogical 
premium over an equivalent amount of 
gold. The forgers realized that they 
could buy gold as a commodity and 
convert it at a modest cost into forged 
gold coins selling at a very profitable and 
much higher sales price. Although this 
forgery was done almost openly in some 
countries. It did not deter substantial 
segments of the public from continuing 
to pay a large premium for forged gold 
coins, not being concerned whether the 
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Devastating and dangerous forgeries of rare early American 
coins have recently appeared. The high quality of these false 
pieces upsets the entire field of numismatics. It tends to destroy 
the significance and the value of genuine pieces and to deflate 
enthusiasm for the science of numismatics. What happens in one 
field of numismatics cannot avoid affecting other categories as 
the cancer of forgery spreads quickly wher ever there is a chance 
of its success.

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2. Etchmiadzin 

In 301 A.D. Armenia adopted Christianity as her state religion.^ Pagan temples 
were destroyed and Christian churches were erected on their sites.

The cathedral 
of Holy Etchmiadzin,^ an original design, was founded by St. Gregory the 
Illuminator, destroyed by wars, and then reconstructed in the late 5th century. 
The cathedral serves as the Holy See of the Armenian Church where the head of 
the Armenian Apostolic Church, Catholicos of all Armenians,occupies his throne 
throughout his lifetime.

It was erected by Catholicos Nerses the Builder, 641-661.6 The church was 

circular, with a diameter of 128 feet,^ and divinely perfect, displaying the skill and i 

talent of a brilliant architect. It was destroyed in the 10th century by an ^ 

earthquake.

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In 1946, the Armenian and Georgian 
Soviet republics laid claim to theTurkish 
districts of Kars, Ardahan and Artvin, but 
on May 30, 1953, the Soviet government 
stated that the republics had renounced 
these claims and that the U.S.S.R. had no 
territorial claims on Turkey. But the 


Armenian people, though divided by 
national boundaries, remained and shall 
remain bound by centuries of struggle. 
This national pride becomes evident in 
an Armenian's love of his heritage and of 
objects which commemorate this 
heritage. 


The Los Angeles Medals 

During the past decades numerous medals have been struck in Armenia, and many 
collectors have viewed them as pictures in albums or magazines which have reached 
the Armenians of Diaspora. Occasionally, some medals have been obtained by a 
collector or relative visiting Armenia, but the average collector has not been able to 
obtain them on the market and feel the joy of collecting these items. 

Then, the Armenian medal collectors experienced a unique opportunity at the 
Armenian pavilion of the Soviet National Exhibition held in Los Angeles, California, 
Nov. 11-29, 1977. At the ''Armenian Souvenir" kiosk, among numerous artifacts, seven 
different types of medals (bronze, 62 mm diameter, 4 mm thick) were sold, six of them 
issued to commemorate the historic Armenian exhibition. 



1. Garni 

The pagan templeof Garni was built by the Armenian KingTiridates M, 66-75 A. D., 
but was destroyed at a later date by an earthquake.

even touch him. Many Armenians es- 
caped the oppression by immigrating to 
Russia, the Crimea, Moldavia and 
Poland. 

Then, at the beginning of the 19th 
century, the Russians advanced into the 
Caucasus and by 1828 the Persians had 
ceded to them areas of Armenian 
homeland. Contact with western 
civilization and contemporary thought 
would give birth to the Armenian 
cultural renascence and fire to the 
smoldering Armenian nationalism. 

The greatest single disaster in the 
history of the Armenians came with the 
outbreak of World War I. In 1915 the 
Turks, regarding the Armenians, despite 
pledges of loyalty, as a dangerous 
foreign element with friends and family 
among the enemies, decided to deport 
the whole Armenian population of 
about 1,750,000 to Syria and 
Mesopotamia. The operation was 
carried out with the utmost barbarity, 
and it Is estimated that about 600,000 
Armenians died or were massacred en

route. About one-third escaped depor- 
tation. 

In 1916 the Turkish Armenian regions 
were captured by the Russians, but in 
1918,after the Russian revolution of 1917, 
the Armenians, who continued the 
struggle against the Turks, were forced 
to fall back to the prewar Russo-Turkish 
border. Together, in the spring of 1918, 
the Georgians, Armenians, and Azer- 
baijanis formed a Transcaucasian 
Federal Republic, but only a month later 
this was broken up into three indepen- 
dent republics. 

The Allies were attempting to sponsor 
the formation of a single Armenian state 
uniting Russian and Turkish Armenia, 
but the fate of Armenia was decided by 
the armed forces of Soviet Russia and 
nationalist Turkey. At the end of 
September 1920, the Turks attacked the 
Armenian republic, while the Russians 
advanced from Azerbaijan. On 
December 2 a peace treaty between 
Armenia and Turkey was signed at Alex- 
andropol in which the Armenian 
signatory made many concessions, in- 
cluding the recognition that there were 
no Armenian majorities in Turkey. The 
Armenian council of ministers at 
Yerevan ceded authority to General Dro 
Kanayan, commander in chief, and a 
new government composed of Com- 
munists and Dashnakists proclaimed 
Armenia a Soviet Republic. On March 
12, 1922, Armenia, Georgia and Azer- 
baijan were combined to form the 
Transcaucasian Soviet Federated 
Socialist Republic, which on December 
30, 1922, became part of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics. 
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accentuated its individuality, were en- 
trenchments which no attack could dis- 
mantle nor oppressive practices wear 
away. 

But few were ready for the power of 
the Ottoman Turks. The Emir of Tartary 
and of Samercand, who had subjugated 
Central Asia, Persia, Irak and Bagdad, 
invaded Armenia in 1514 when the 
country had barely recovered from the 
devastation of the Mongols, and the 
battle between the Turks and the Per- 
sians raged on. 

The Turks who, under Muhammed II, 
had given proof of a praiseworthy 
broadness of mind, became intoxicated 
by the success achieved under Selim I 
and Suleiman the Magnificent and 
resorted to violence, oppression and 
intolerance. No Christian could enjoy 
any political right unless he espoused 
Muhammedanism, and the new dis- 
ciples of Islam, who voluntarily or under 
duress abandoned Christianity, were 
more intolerant than the Turks 
themselves. The position of the 
Armenians in Persia was not a more 
enviable one, as they were at the mercy 
of semi-independent Khans, and the 
Shiite considered himself defiled if the 
wearing apparel of a Christian should

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The History of Armenia 

Few peoples of the world have struggled to retain their 
freedom and heritage as long and as hard as have the Armenians. 
While its rugged terrain should have protected its people, its 
geographical position between the Caucasus, the Black Sea, and 
the Mediterranean at the crossroads of Europe,Africa,and Asia, 
found it often surrounded by rival empires and subjected to 
countless invasions. Today the area of ancient Armenia forms 
part of the nations of Turkey, Iran, and the Soviet Union, and its 
people, fleeing oppression, are scattered over the globe. 


While the land itself forms a plateau 
with altitudes ranging from between 
1500 and 2000 meters, mountains form a 
barrier to the north and to the south. 
Lofty peaks of volcanic origin, like the 
famed Mt. Ararat, along with sparkling 
lakes, create majestic vistas. Intense cold 
is followed by excessive heat, but the soil 
is abundant in minerals and even the 
short growing season does not lessen 
the land's agricultural wealth. 

Records have shown that inhabitancy 
of Armenia goes back to the Lower 
Palaeolithic period of primitive man 
when an agglomeration of peoples of 
different origins, different languages, 
and different religions covered the land. 
These people, who became skilled In 
industrial arts and metallurgy, were 
repeatedly attacked by Assyrians who 
called the land Urartu. 

The Armenians, who, it Is probable, 
migrated from Phrygia and mingled with 
the people of Hayasa-Azzi, found Urar- 
tian power weakening and gradually 
settled in Urartu, imposing their 
language, an Indo-European tongue, on 
the local population. Earliest mention of 
the Armenian people, as Armenoi, oc- 
curs in the writings of the Greek 
Historian Hecataeus of Miletus (c.550 
B.C.). But the Armeno-Hal were not 
able, at the outset, either to constitute a 
homogenous state or to coalesce with 
the old population. After a comparative- 
ly short time they were themselves ab- 
sorbed by the Persian Empire. 

Alexander the Great and his 
successors ruled the land from 331 B.C. 
to 317 B.C., when, with the consent of 
the Roman Senate, the area was divided 


Into two equal kingdoms headed by 
Artasches and Zareh. Each tried to 
enrich his holdings at the expense of his 
neighbors, creating many enemies, and 
finally the Parthians seized the Crown 
Prince. The prince, who was able to 
ascend the throne only after ceding to 
his enemies the territory captured by his 
fathers, went on to become Tigrane the 
Great, Armenia's greatest king. 

The people of Armenia were divided 
Into two classes: the landed proprietors 
or nobility on the one hand, and the 
proletariat on the other. The lords as 
well as the poor, lacking written 
language until the middle of the 5th 
century, remained ignorant, relying on 
oral traditions to carry on their heritage. 
In the anarchy which followed the dis- 
solution of the royal family, when the 
Armenians, torn apart by internal strife, 
had to accept whatever prince the 
Romans and Parthians imposed upon 
them, it was truly a national event that 
the Armenian alphabet evolved. As soon 
as the alphabet had been transcribed, 
the Armenian language blossomed 
forth, enriched by a most extensive 
vocabulary which quickly brought to life 
the sacred Bible of the Christian 
religion, adopted by the Armenians in 
the early 4th century. 

In the centuries that followed, 
Armenia was dominated in turn by the 
Persians, Byzantines, Seljuks, Mongols 
and Arabs, but none was able to make a 
breach in the population or impose its 
language or religion upon the people, as 
each was able to do in other lands. A 
national religion and a distinctly 
national language, whose very alphabet
